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Blanchard House Tour Opens 


By Virginia Lopez Begg 


The Andover Historical Society invites the 
yublic to the grand opening of its new tour of the 
Amos Blanchard House, 97 Main St., on Thurs- 
day, Nov. 14, at 8 p.m. Refreshments will be 
served. 

Dr. Bettye Pruitt, consultant in historical in- 
terpretation, will begin the evening by briefly 
setting the scene. She will highlight the political, 
economic and social aspects of life in the early 
19th century when Amos Blanchard built his im- 
posing white house on what was then the old 
Essex Turnpike. 

Following the short lecture, small groups of 
visitors will tour five areas of the house, head- 
quarters of the Andover Historical Society since 
1929. 

Traditionally, tours of historic houses have fo- 
cused on objects such as antique furniture. 
While the furniture and other antiques are still 
in place, the new tour tries to bring alive the 
way of life of the people who actually lived in the 
house in the 1820s and 1830s. 

Deacon Amos Blanchard was a man of great 
substance in the community. The tour reflects 
some of his activities in two areas. 

The Family Parlor invites visitors to imagine 
Blanchard in a heated political discussion with 
several real-life Andover neighbors in Novem- 
ber 1828. The men are disucssing the upcoming 
presidential election between John Quincy Ad- 
ams and Andrew Jackson. The tour seeks to 
bring the Age of Jackson and the founding of the 
Democratic Party off the pages of history books 
and into the parlors of old Andover. 

Upstairs the Bedchamber and Reading Closet 
offer a glimpse of Amos Blanchard’s life in com- 
merce as well as what buisness was like in And- 
over in 1835. 

Elizabeth Jenkins Blanchard, Amos’ wife, is 
depicted in the Best Parlor as leading a meeting 
of the religious Female Charitable Society. The 
time is August 1831 and the women are enthu- 
siastically discussing the words of a visiting pre- 
acher, Charles Finney, As they talk, they labor 
over their sewing to raise money fro the mis- 
sions 

Mrs. Blanchard’s position, however, did not 
release her from the ardous daily chores of the 
pre-industrial housewife. In spite of her piety 
perhaps she felt a tiny twinge of envy on hearing 
of her neighbor’s new stove. She herself, and 
succeeding residents of the house, continued to

The kitchen tour pictures Elizabeth Blanchard 
and her helper, Ann Wood, working at their 
chores in the fall of 1830. 

The final room on the tour is the Boarders 
Bedchamber. Visitors will learn about the lives 
of the young through the real-life activities of 
Amos’ son and two boarders from Phillips Aca- 
demy. Twentieth-century children may consider 
themselves fortunate when they hear what was 
expected of an earlier generation of Andover 
children. 

The Andover Historical Society’s new tour has 
been over a year in the making. Intensive re- 
search with primary sources was conducted un- 
der the direction of Dr. Pruitt, consultants Ann 
LeVeque and Ned Cooke and director/curator 
Marsha Rooney.

4 non-denominational exhibit on the Bible 
Vhat a wonderful thing to do!’ 
This is a typical comment, but just one of 
nany, from men and women of all backgrounds 
ind religions who have visited the free public 
xhibit on the Holy Bible which is open each day 
if the week (except Tuesday) at the Christian 
Science Center in Boston’s Back Bay. 

[It’s a multi-media Bible exhibit. No, it’s not 
what you're probably picturing—a stuffy collec- 
tion of ancient texts or an attempt to popularize 
a particular view of religion. Located at one cor 
ner of the Christian Science Center, across from 
the Prudential Center, the Bible Exhibit is a fas- 
cinating collaboration between Protestants, 
Catholics, Jews, between bible scholars and de- 
signers. Talent has been gathered in person and 
by musical recordings and the result has been 
unique 

There’s enough variety in this relatively small 
space to keep the tourist interested for hours. Or 
the visitor might just stroll for the short, but 
breathtakingly beautiful, movie on the Holy 
Land. 

There's a children’s corner where youngsters 
can listen to Bible stores while following along 
in colorful books with big print and simple word- 
ing 

The 44-foot-long plexiglas map at the back of 
the ground floor triangular room lights up at the 
push of a button, outlining historical journeys by 
famous Bible characters, Abraham, Moses, Je 
sus, Paul, ete. With the help of a “‘listening 
wand,” an individual hand-held receiver, you 
can follow alongea brilliantly lit ‘‘time-line”’ 
which actually makes the chronology of Biblical 
events interesting. 

An authentic Dead Sea Cave jar (on loan from 
the Harvard Semitic Museum) fills a small dis- 
play case as you walk in the door. Other displays 
scattered throughout the exhibit space hold his- 
toric Bible translations. The years it must have 
taken to hand-copy one of these is mind-boggling 
in these days of word processing and high-speed 
printing presses. 

There’s nothing for sale—no souvenirs, books 
or, one could add, no sectarian view of the Bible 
Each visitor is given a handsome, colorful Bible

The Andover High School Marching Band 
scored first in music among eight Division I 
competitors at the New England Scholastic 
Band Association 1985 Championship Finals, 
held Sunday at Boston University’s rain-soaked 
Nickerson Field. In the overall competition, 
however, the band’s silver medal—the highest 
score they have received this year—was not 
enough to boost them past a heartbreakingly 
close fourth place. 


The eight Division I bands—six from Massa- 
chusetts and two from Rhode Island—were 
judged from the field and from the stands on 
music, marching, percussion excellence and the 
performance of each drum major. Total 
scores—and overall rankings—were based on a 
“perfect” score of 100; five bands received sil- 
ver medals, the highest given in Division I, and 
three earned bronze awards. In the music cat- 
agory, Andover scored a full point above its 
nearest competitor, Westwood—a_ substantial 
edge in an otherwise tightly-fought competition. 

The Music ranking aside, Andover fell prey to 
a series of ‘‘almosts.’’ Senior Kristin Duffy 
came in second to Westwood’s drum major in 
the Drum Major competition; the Andover drum 
line ranked second to King Philip Regional High 
of Wrentham in percussion. And, in total scores, 
Andover amassed 76.5 points—placing a close 
fourth behind Westwood, who had 76.8, and 
North Reading, with 77.3. King Philip took top 
honors, earning a tota: of 80.1 points. The fourth 
place ranking came as a disappointment to band 
members, who were hoping to place in the top 
three this year 


Although proud of his band’s music award, 
and of the silver medal—Andover’s first for the 
year—director Marc Keroack said of the totals, 
‘I would’ve liked it better with four more tenths 
of a point in the score. But I’m satisfied.’ He 
added that marching scores had sabotaged the 
overall Andover ranking, but that the band will 
be instituting a Winter Guard this year—giving 
off-season practice to the color guard, an advan- 


tage now held by the majority of high-ranking 
schools in NESBA competition. “Winter Guard 
should bring up our marching scores for next 
year,” he said. 

The NESBA Championship Finals marked the 
end of high school marching band competition 
for 1985.

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Planners Consider Protection Of 
roperty Abutting Business Zone 


Property protection—general and personal—iook the 
spotlight at the Oct. 30 meeting of the Andover Planning 
Board. Working from a rough draft drawn up by Principal 
Planner Nancy K. Jeton, the board spent much of the 
three-hour meeting attempting to define the scope and 
placement of a proposed multi-family buffer zone—which 
would, theoretically, protect residential zones from en- 

roachment by the Central Business District (CBD). Also 
discussed were proposed landscape buffers between new 
businesses and their residential neighbors. 

Andover zoning bylaws now provide for four residence 
districts: Single Residence A, B and C, and Apartment 
The proposed Multi-Family zoning, if it is accepted by 
voters at April’s Town Meeting, will create a new catego- 
ry. 

In the form proposed Wednesday night—a draft which 
probably will change substantially before it is finalized— 
the Multi-Family buffer zone would comprise a corridor of 
properties on the northern and eastern borders of the Gen- 
eral Business District. Most of the area is now zoned Sin- 
gle Residence A and contains a number of residences 
currently used for more than on¢ family under “grandfa- 
ther clauses.” 

Defined in Jeton’s proposal as a ‘‘vehicle for protecting 
diverse housing opportunities and reinforcing the defi- 
nition of the edge of the business zone,”’ a Multi-Family 
zone would permit property owners to build additional 
residential units into their existing homes. Such zoning 
would not, Jeton emphasized during the discussion, be 
“an invitation to expand the GB zone.”’ 

In its proposed form, Multi-Family zoning would not 
allow contractors to put up new apartment buildings. 
‘We're saying, you may retrofit an existing house into a 
multi-family house,”” Jeton explained. New apartments 
would be subject to specific size regulations, and off-street 
parking—two spaces per two-hedroom unit, and one per 
single-bedroom apartment—would have to be provided at 
the side or back of the house 

Board members differed on the number of units that 
should be allowed per house. Agreeing that there should 
be a limit, Board Chairman Margaret M. Bradshaw ended 
the discussion by saying, *“Let’s say four and think about

Jeton’s proposal also specified that revamped homes in 
Multi-Family zones feature front lawns and landscaped 
‘‘buffers’’—evergreen fences or borders—to screen them 
from their neighbors and to help maintain the residential 
character of the neighborhood 

These proposed buffers would extend along the entire 
length of the border between the two properties; they 
would consist of ‘‘dense plantings’ of evergreen that 
would measure at least four feet high at planting and

would grow to a minimum of six feet within two years. 

In the course of the discussion, Bradshaw questioned 
the aesthetics of screening. ‘‘Do we really want land- 
scaped buffers?’’ she asked. ‘‘Fences could be more nox- 
ious than what they shield.”’ 

Maybe we should just recommend that there be a land- 
scaped buffer, and leave it to the discrimination of the 
develdper for the desiga,’’ considered Jeton. The question, 
in the end, was consigned to further study. 

The bulk of the Multi-Family Zone issue, from the con- 
figuration of the proposed zone to particulars, such as the 
percentage of ground that may be covered by buildings 
and parking (the ‘‘footprint’’), was earmarked for further 
study, and will be treated at later meetings of the Plan- 
ning Board. 

The concept of buffers between individual properties 
had been introduced prior to the Multi-Family Zone dis- 
cussion. It first surfaced earlier in the evening, in a dis- 
cussion about protecting residential property that lies 
within the General Business Zone—an issue that is not 
fully treated in the existing zoning bylaws. Maintaining 
that it is desirable to encourage the mixture of residential 
sites within the GB zone, Jeton had proposed that any 
business installed next to a lot in residential use be re- 
quired to install either the living hedge, or a six-foot fence,

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| Flagpole Dedication Honors 
Ballardvale’s First Librarian

On the Green in Ballardvale, a quiet 
place of monuments and memories, two 
rock-mounted plaques stand in mute re- 
spect to local soldiers, lost in the past on 
soil far from Andover. 

Above these tower a pair of white flag- 
poles. One, like the monuments, com- 
memorates a soldier. The second—the 
newer one—will be dedicated on Mon- 
day, Veteran’s Day, to a citizen whose 
only uniform was the rather ordinary 
sort of dress that a librarian might wear 
in the years between 1913 and 1943. 

Although Martha Byington was not a 
soldier, no one in Ballardvale could dis- 
pute her right to a space on the Green. 
For 30 years, between 1913 and 1943, she 
presided over the Ballardvale branch of 
Andover’s Memorial Hall Library. The 
flagpole that honors her memory now 
stands on the spot on the Green where, 
until three years ago, the old school- 
house—the building that housed her li- 
brary—used to stand. 


The Byingtons—mother, father, and 


two children—moved trom Vermont to 
their big stone house on High Street in 
1906, when Martha was 33 years old. The 
house, according to Barbara Loomer, a 
Ballardvale resident who knew the fami- 
ly, was a magnet of sorts for many of the 
town children. “There was a warm, 
warm home atmosphere,’’ says Mrs. 
Loomer. ‘“‘They loved children—they un- 
derstood them, which was rather unush- 
al at that time. They kept games for the 
children in their library at the house,”’ 
she recalls. She remembers the parties: 
there were birthday parties; there were 
caroling parties at Christmas—complete 
with hot cocoa. And there were special 
festivities at ‘‘sugaring-down time,” 
when young hands scooped up snow and 
stirred candy-making pots in the big 
kitchen to make treats from maple syrup 
sent down by Vermont relatives 

The family was well-regarded in town 
as a group of unique, productive individ 
uals who regularly attended Ballardvale 
Congregational Church. ‘‘They were a 


very intellectual family,” says Mrs. 
Loomer of the Byingtons, ‘and they used 
it in a very meaningful way, for people. 
They didn’t keep it to themselves. They 
were always willing to share.” 

When Ballardvale opened its branch 
library in 1913, Miss Byington was a nat- 
ural choice for the position of the vib 
lage’s first librarian. Her life, like the 
house on High Street, had been filled 
with learning. George Phelps Byington, 
Martha’s father, had been a Congregay 
tional minister; her brother Stephen, a 
proofreader for Ginn & Company pub- 
lishing house in Boston, was a nationally- 
known translator who had fluent com- 
mand of 11 languages. Martha’s mother 
loved books—‘‘She taught me to read 
when I was three years old,” recalls 
Mrs. Loomer ; 

Martha herself was a graduate of 
Mount Holyoke College. Prior to moving 
from Vermont, she had taught physical 
culture—the early term for physical edu- 
cation. Mrs. Loomer recalls that Miss 


Byington kept exercise equipment in her 
family’s barn. ‘It was a full-scale gym 
for those days,’ she says. ‘We chil- 
dren—there were six or eight of us who 
used to be up there all the time—we used 
to use it.” 

A small, dark-haired, vigorous wom- 
an—rather serious, but with a good sense 
of humor—Martha Byington had given 
up teaching to care for her mother when 
the latter had reached 70. When she took 
the librarian position, Miss Byington evi- 
dently did so for love. noi for money 
Newspaper accounts state that, when her 
mother needed an atiendant, Martha 
paid out 40 cents an hour for the jot 
which was substantially more than her 
own 25-cent-per-hour salary 

One of the then-teenagers who spent 
time with the elderly Mrs. Byington wa: 
Ruth Sharpe, who is the current librar 
an for the Ballardvale branch library

$9,000 In Stolen Property 
Recovered; Nine Arrested

Nine thousand dollars camer- 
as, antique silver flatware, calculators 
wallets, walkmans and skateboards, tak- 
en from the dorm rooms and dining com- 
mon of Phillips Academy, South Main 
Street, during ten different incidents 
have been recovered by ANdover Police. 

In addotion, 15 cases of breaking and 
entering over the past five weeks, have 
been resolved by police department de- 
tectives and charged to nine Andover 
youths. 

A five-week investigation under the di- 
rection of Sgt. Det. John Houlihan wurk- 
ing with Det. David Grant, Det. Joseph 
Hastings and Det. Kevin Winters, cli- 
maxed with information early last week, 
that led to the nine youths. The young 
people in question were asked to come 
into the station and return the stolen 
items, according to Sgt. Det. Houlihan 

‘They were all clean-cut kids and fit in 
with the Phillips Academy students,”’ 
Det. David Grant told the TOWNSMAN. 

“They would enter unlocked dorm 
rooms and put the items they wanted in 
book bags and walk out into the campus 
In the dining commons they would just 
take students book bags, when the stu- 
dents were unaware,” Det. David Grant 
said. 

Two of the 16-year-old youths have 
been linked to two burglaries to private 
residences, with a third still under inves- 
tigation, according to Det. Sgt. Houlihan.

Refreshing Moves 


Some discussions which took place at the 
school committee meeting a week ago should be 
looked upon as refreshing reaction to a couple of 
particular problems. 

First, of course, is the critique of the municipal 
maintenance department, which Committeeman 
Susan Poore feels needs an examination as to 
whether or not the concept is working. 

The other commentary was from Committee- 
man Richard Neal who feels the user fees for 
sports and other extra-curricular activities is in 
need of review. 

The time for re-examination of the municipal 
maintenance concept certainly has arrived. 

Fostered as the cure-all to all of the town’s 
maintenance problems which would result in con- 
siderable savings to the town, there lies some 
doubt as to whether that goal has ever been 
achieved. 

As is the case with all newly-created municipal 
departments, the agency continues to grow in ex- 
pense annually, but some of the projects in need 
of attention continue to suffer from neglect. 

lf the system is not working, then it is imper- 
ative that corrective measures be taken. 

Andover has properties worth several million 
dollars. In need of not only routine maintenance, 
these properties often require major repairs due 
to the constant public use and the simple fact that 
replacements of roofing materials, boilers, venti-

Failure to give such attention can only result in 
further deterioration to a substantial public in- 
vestment.

Assessment 


Procedures 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

Over the past year, we have attempted to 
bring problems related to property assessments 
in Andover to the attention of our fellow towns- 
men. Many have expressed interest in knowing 
more about the mechanics of filing appeals, and 
so we would like to share what we have learned. 

To file for an abatement locally, you need only 
give your name and identify the property on the 
appropriate form available at the assessors’ of- 
fice. You need not make a full argument on the 
form. You are entitled simply to say that you 
think your assessment is unfair. In fact, you 
need not say anything at all. The assessors can 
then contact you if they have any questions. You 
must file within 30 days of the issuing of your tax 
bill. The assessors then have 90 days from the 
date you file to respond to you. You are responsi- 
ble for knowing when you filed and when your 
90-day response time ends. If you are not satis- 
fied with the response you get, you have 90 days 
from the date you are notified to appeal the deci- 
sion to the state’s Appellate Tax Board. If the 
local assessors do not respond within 90 days of 
your original request, state law says you can 
assume you have been denied. However, you 
then have five months within which to file with 
the Appellate Board instead of three. 

To make a successful appeal is more difficult. 
The town is required to file and have certified by 
the state, a report showing the town’s ’’coeffi- 
cient of dispersion.”’ This states that the town’s 
assessments are at a given percentage of fair 
market value as determined by a study of sales 
in the town. The percentage is going to be at or 
near 100 percent, as required by law. The state 
requires that 80 percent of the sales fall within 
10 percent, plus or minus, of the percentage 
given. In other words, the state requires that the 
town’s assessments follow a bell curve peaking 
at the registered percentage, and having the 
bulk of assessments falling within the area 10 
percent either side of that point. To show that 
your assessment is too high, you must show that 
you are more than 10 percent above the percent- 
age at the top of that curve. That is, if the town 
is at 100 percent, you must show that your as- 
sessment is more than 110 percent of its market 
value. Alternatively, you can challenge the 
town’s estimation of assessed value compared to 
market value — the coefficient of dispersion. 
Given the explosive nature of the real estate 
market in Andover, assessments quickly fall be- 
hind market value, that is why the coefficient of 
dispersion can be shown to be outdated well 
within the period it is in use. You must then 
show that your assessment is 10 percent plus 
above the figure you show to be the true coeffi- 
cient of dispersion at the time you were as- 
sessed. 

This rapid rise in prices is also responsible for 
the shock we will all continue to feel each time 
we see our new assessed valuation, as our asses- 
sors attempt to keep us even with the rapidly 
rising prices paid for even the most modest 
property with an Andover address. While our 
assessments rise, growth of the town, both resi- 
dential and commercial, coupled with Proposi- 
tion 2'2, means that the dollar amount we pay 
should not jump unconscionably.

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Traffic Lights, Maintenance 
Schools Before Board

Fire Destroys 
Carriage Shed 


Fire destroyed a carriage shed, Friday 
morning, but the High Street farmhouse 
and connecting barn were saved due to 
timely calls of two passing boys to the 
Andover Fire Department. 

Frances Fay, 173 High St. and her 14 
year-old son were home, when trash that 
was being incinerated in a trash barrel 
ignited the old carriage shed that was in 
close proximity to the farmhouse and at- 
tached barn. 

Two boys, who were passing by, re- 
pofted the fire to the Andover Fire De- 
partment at 11:23 a.m. The boys did not 
identify themselves, according to Deputy 
Fire Chief Harold Wright 

The single alarm fire was confined to 
the building after the arrival of Unit Two 


Firefighting crew, minutes after the call. 

“The boys who called it in saved the 
day,” Wright said. “If the call had come 
ten or 15 minutes later, it could have 
spread to the large barn that is attached 
to the house. It was a well advanced fire 
in an open type structure and they 
spread quickly.” 

The fire was under control in one hour 
and 14 minutes, according to Wright. 

Lt. Richard Merola, who sustained a 
twisted leg while at the scene, was 
treated and released from Lawrence 
General Hospital on Friday afternoon. 

The shed contained some old household 
appliances. The family was planning to 
remove the carriage shed, according to 
Wright. 


Issues of the Common Man—traffic 
lights, school maintenance and raising 
money for social programs through a ho- 
tel tax—took up the bulk of tirme at And- 
over’s Nov. 4 Board of Selectmen 
meeting, while those of business and tax- 
ation passed with little debate. 

In addition, Rep. Sue Tucker spoke 
with selectmen about pending and pro- 
posed state legislation that will affect the 
towns. 

Two issues that have sparked much 
past debate, the classification of prop- 
erty for taxation and a request for a li- 
cense to operate for Shawsheen’s new 
Dunkin Donuts, received quick and unan- 
imous approvals from the board. 

Tax classification, explained chairman 
Bill Dalton, is a yearly issue. Last year, 
after much consideration, Andover prop- 
erty tax rates for businesses were raised 
slightly, which made them higher than 
residential taxes. Monday night’s unani- 
mous vote for approval of that same 
classification will mean that the discrep- 
ancy will remain in effect for this year. 

Because the subject had been treated 
at length in the past, there was no debate 
on the approval of a Common Vict- 
ualler’s for the new Shawsheen Dunkin 
Donuts at 349 N. Main St. 

Another subject from the past—a pro- 
posed hotel tax—raised its head as a non- 
agenda item. Don Coleman of High St. 
asked the board to reconsider the tax— 
the speedy institution of which would re- 
quire consideration at a special town 
meeting—because revenues it would 
raise could be of benefit to local social 
programs, especially those for the elder- 
ly. The issue had been considered at 
length and defeated by a,mixed board 
vote at an earlier meeting; Monday 
night’s vote on reopening the question 
was again mixed, with the motion defeat- 
ed 3 to 2. Selectman John Scileppi and 
chairman Dalton voted in the minority, 
favoring reconsideration. 

The board yielded much time to the 
issue of traffic control; there was good 
news and bad news. Three sets of lights 
are scheduled to be installed to help reg- 
ulate the flow of traffic to and from 
Route 93 in the area of Shattuck and Riv- 
er Roads—good news to members of the 
West Andover Neighborhood Society, 
who have petitioned for the lights. 

Less welcome was the news, offered by 
Rep. Tucker in response to a question 
from Don Coleman, that there has been 
no decision on the placement of a stop- 
light at the intersection of Waverly Road 
and Rt. 114, North Andover, a corner 
where traffic is now held at bay by blink- 
ing lights. ‘‘This is an issue that has been 
around for three years,”’ Rep. Tucker 
commented later. ‘‘The DPW thinks it 
would be dangerous to place a stoplight 
at the top of the hill.’’ She pledged that 
she would continue in her attempt to con- 
vince the Department otherwise. 

Lights are also being considered on 
and around Rt. 125 to ease the rush hour 
congestion in the Merrimack College 
area. Traffic counts in the area, accord- 
ing to Rep. Tucker, will begin next week. 

Several members of South School’s 
P.T.O. came to the meeting at the invita- 
tion of the board to discuss school main- 


tenance. Concerned that maintenance 
matters, ranging from safety lighting for 
the school’s front entrance to tattered 
curtains in the resource room, are not 
being addressed with speed, the parents 
voiced confusion about their available 
channels of action. 

School maintenance has fallen to the 
town department for only a year and a 
half. Acknowledging that the relative 
newness of the situation might, indeed, 
lead to confusion, board member Donn 
Byrne tried to simplify the criteria for 
using the maintenance department. ‘‘In 
your own home when you have some- 
thing to be done,”’ he said, ‘“‘would you 
hire a skilled craftsman?” If so, he cori- 
cluded, the school equivalent would re- 
quire the ministrations of town 
maintenance. He further explained that 
the town would handle problems of pub- 
lic health and safety, rather than hang- 
ing pictures. 

“We do hang pictures,’’ interjected 
town manager Kenneth Mahony. 

At one point, South School P.T.O. pres- 
ident Margie Dresser asked, ‘‘Where do 
new library curtains come from?’’ Byrne 
replied that curtains would be a replace- 
ment item, not maintenance. 

Voicing a frustration shared by her 
companions, a P.T.O. member who re- 


. fused to be identified stated that she 


knew of a list of items that have long 
required maintenance at South School. 
“They haven’t been fixed,’’ she said. ‘I 
want them fixed.” Told that the proper 
channel for such requests would be her 
school’s principal, she answered, 
“Should the principal be in charge of 
what maintenance items should be done? 
She’s in charge of education.’’ Pressed to 
enumerate the items on her list, she de- 
murred. ‘I’m not sure this is the proper 
forum.” 

Ultimately, the parents were directed 
to consult their principal, Jade Augur, 
concerning untended maintenance 
items. As a second resort, they were in- 
structed to speak with the school super- 
intendant. Board member Charles 
Wesson voiced his regrets about the 
breakdown of communication underlying 
the issue, “It’s too bad that we’re a year 
and a half into the system and the P.T.O. 
still doesn’t know what channel to use.”’ 


In her report to the board, Rep. Sue 
Tucker announced that state money—up 
to $100,000 from historical preservation 
grants and funds—might be available for 
the renovation of Andover’s old town 
hall. 

She also indicated that Boston’s need 
for water will probably pose a distinct 
threat to the Merrimack River in the not- 
so-distant future. Studies have been done 
concerning the feasibility of diverting 
part of the river to bolster Boston’s fu- 
ture water supply; according to Tucker, 
the proposal would be costly but work- 
able. ‘“‘We’ve cleaned the river up at a 
cost of millions of dollars,’’ she later ex- 
plained. ‘Now we're trying to get a 
group of communities along the river to- 
gether to save it.’’ She added that it is 
unlikely that Boston would tap the Merri- 
mack soon—‘‘nothing will probably hap-

Board member Michael Houghton offered three of his 
own rezoning criteria, emphasizing that they were person- 
al guidelines. He suggested that a potential rezoning 
should ‘encourage retail growth versus office growth,” 
an idea in keeping with findings of a survey done last 
summer which put office vacancy at a 10 percent rate 
within the GB Zone. Second, suggested Houghton, rezon- 
ing should protect the residential area next to the GB 
zone. His third criterion was that rezoning not increase 
the present downtown parking deficit. 

Members disagreed with Houghton’s first guideline on 
the basis that zoning bylaws do not differentiate between 
the potential use of a GB property as an office or as retail 
space. ‘‘They can tell us they’re putting in X, Y, and Z,”’ 
said Chairman Bradshaw, ‘‘But what we're voting in is 
GB.” 

In discussing the individual parcels offered as potentia! 
rezoning cases, members differed sharply. At issue in 
many cases was whether neighboring businesses created 

. a “hardship” for the residence in question; board mem- 

bers could not come to a fully-workable definition of 

“hardship.”’ Said Curley in one instance, “‘Is that unit 

rented? Is it income-producing? Where’s the hardship?’’ 

Threughout the discussion, Jeton reminded the board 

that treatment of all parcels should show consistancy. “If 
you’re going to establish criteria,’ she said, “Apply them
